The other way of
judging the run of the boat and tier
direction is by the feel of the rudder.
When the pilot's wheel turns hard we
know which way she is heading, even
when we cannot see the jackstaff. Of
course it is a science to some degree,
but for the most part piloting in a fog
is pure guesswork."
